2. Claims submitted in the paper filed 1 1/07/03 as claims 26-44 have been 
renumbered according to Rule 1 .126 as claims 28-46. The application originally had 
claims numbered 26 and 27, which had been cancelled. 

3. Newly submitted claims 28-46 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: these claims are 
drawn to methods and products which are clearly unrelated to the methods previously 
indicated as allowable. The allowable claims relate to methods for mutagenizing a DNA 
molecule encoding an enzyme having protox activity, while the newly added claims 
relate to methods of producing a protein in a plant cell and nucleic acid constructs used 
therein. These different inventions have separate classifications and would require 
completely different and non-overlapping database searches. See below regarding the 
presentation of claims to a patentably distinct invention after a request for Continued 
Examination. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 28-46 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention.
